Owing to Mr. Plumer’s recent bereavement and continued ab- 
sence fiom town, the school board are deprived of the services 
of their chairman and visiting committee, and the school report 
will suffer accordingly. 

The whole number of different scholars attending school in 
town the past year has been 158. While the number of schol- 
ars was slightly less. the average attendance was larger than 
during the previous year. The number of visits by parents 
and citizens was nearly double that of 1887, a very gratifying 
fact connected with the vear’s record. 

Taken as a whole, the teachers appear to have given very 
general satisfaction, and the year has been one of hard, earnest 
work on the part of both teachers and pupils. In attendance, 
interest and general improvement, the school year just closed is 
beyond doubt the most successful one since the inauguration of 
the present school system. 

It is hoped that the lamentable small attendance at last 
year’s school meeting will be quadrupled the present year. 
Absence from schoo! meeting, followed by acontinual grumbling 
on the part of the absentee, is not a very potent factor in school 
improvement Let every citizen in town attend school meeting, 
visit the schcol in his section at least once each term, give the 
teacher a few words of encouragement ard refrain from making 
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any disparaging remarks about her, assist the children in their 
studies occasionally, and he will be surprised to see what a 
healthy influence su loa course will have on the cause of 
education. 

The school boy of to-day is the citizen of tomorrow, and the 
future prosperity of the town will depend in «a great measure on 
the educational training of the rising generation. <A lively 
interest in school matters tends to improvements in other 
directions. and a town that is alive to its educational interests 
will see its condition constantly bettered both morally and 
finsneially. 

We hope the parents and citizens of the town generally will 
take an increased interest in the schools the coming year, and 
that the standard of improvement will be raised still higher.
